Detailsd reports received in Rome 


regarding Italy's 
stupendous earth- 


quake disaster increase rather than 
diminish the appalling list of dead and 
the enormous property loss. 


The Messagero, after 
making a 


careful computation of all the figures 
it has been able to _gather from the 
districts and villages hitherto isolat- 
ed, announces that the number of 
dead and injured in the Abruzzi alone 
is 30,000, without including the Sora 
district. 


San Atolio has 200 dead and 500 in- 


jured; Morina, 1500 dead: Canistro, 
600 injured; 
Cervaro, 300 victims; 


Borgo, 50 dead, and Valleroveto, 1800 
dead. 


It is serni-ofncially estimated that 


there are still 12,000 bodies buried 
under the fallen walls of Avezzano. 
Rescuers believe that there are still 
many alive beneath the ruins, and he 
roic efforts are being made to rescue 


, them. Eighteen persons were taken 
out alive after three days' imprison- 
ment in the ruins. 


Earthquake shocks still continue at 


Sora, and the authorities declare that 
there is not .a single house in the 
town that is safe. Fully 1000 victims 
are buried in the debris, and the au- 
thorities declare slight shocks con- 
tinue, causing destruction of unsafe 
walls in the districts where the earth- 
quake did the greatest damage. 'No 
strong 
shocks 
have occurred any- 


where, however, to make the disaster 
worse. 


Frantic appeals for help have been 


received from Petrellaliri, 3500 feet 
above sea level on Mount Arango, 
eight miles from Tagliacozzo. 
The 


village was almost destroyed and the 
survivors say they are perishing of 
cold and hunger. 


The terrific force of the earthquake 


cracked the mountains 
near 
Luco. 


Huge pieces of rock, each of which 
.weighed several tons, rolled down the 
hillside, burying the cottages of the 
peasants, killing cattle and obstruct- 
ing the roads.. 


Mont Pizzedeta, 6450 feet high, be- 


tween Balzorano and Pocacerro, was 
cut into two parts by an immense 
fissure which is visible at a great dis- 
tance. 


The Duke of Abruzzi is continuing 


the distribution of relief in the earth- 
quake zone. In many places he organ- 


j ized the rescue work and left with- 


out the survivors having any idea who 
he was. The government has appro- 
priated $1,000,000 to relieve the suffer- 
ing. 
- Severe winter weather has added 
to the misery ot the survivors, many 
of whom are without shelter of any 
kind. Urgent 
appeals for food are 


coming from many places.

workmen's compensation act, etc.^ 


"When Governor Brumbaugh finished 


his address a salute was fired at the 
state arsenal and the governor's party 
was driven over the line of parade, 
escorted by the Governor's Troop of 
Harrisburg. 
They then 
took their 


places on the stand and reviewed the 
parade. 


The governor's party consisted o! 


state officfols, judges and Mayor John 
K. Royal, of Harrisburg, who occu- 
pied about thirty automobiles. 


General E. DeV. Morrell, of Phila- 


delphia, was grand marshal, with Col- 
onel J. B. Hutchinson, Eighth Infan- 
try, Harrisburg, in command of the 
military division, composed of com- 
panies from the Fourth and Eighth 
regiments; Congressman W. S. Vare, 
Philadelphia, in command of the civic 
division, composed of political clubs 
from 
Philadelphia, 
West 
Chester. 


Scranton, Huntingdon, Altoona, Har- 
risburg and other places, and M. Har- 
vey Taylor, Harrisburg, in command 
of the division comprising firemen 
from Harrisburg and York. 


The four troops of the state police 


were mobilized for the parade and ta 
handle the crowds. 


Thousands of people from all sec- 


tions of the state poured into the cits 
.to attend the ceremonies. The march- 
Ing clubs, headed by politicians ot 
large and small caliber, and brass 
bands,- marched cheering through the 
streets, niany carrying banners in- 
scribed with Republican policies.

Casualties in the Abruzzi Alone 
Placed at 30,000. 


FRESH SHOCKS ARE FELT

Debate on the resolution Began af­ 
ter a spirited figlit on the special rule 
to bring the resolution before tho 
chamber had been carried by a vote 
of 209 to 31. 


Terrific Force of Earthquake Cut a 


Mountain In Two — 12,000 Bodies 
Still Buried at Avezzano. 


Detallsd reports received in Rome 
regarding Italy's 
stupendous earth­ 
quake disaster increase rather than 
diminish tho appalling list of dead and 
the enormous property loss. 


Tho Messagoro, after 
making a 
careful computation ol! all the figures 
it has been able to gather from the 
districts and villages hitherto isolat­ 
ed, announces that the number of 
dead and injured in the Abruzzi alone 
is 30,0U0, without including the Sora 
district. 


San Atollo has 200 dead and 500 in­ 
jured; Morina, 1500 dead; Canistro, 
GOO 
injured; 
Cervaro, 3u0 victims; 
Borgo, 50 dead, and Valleroveto, 1SU0 
dead. 


It is semi-oillcially estimated that 
there are still 12,000 bodies buried 
under the fallen walls of Avezzano. 
Rescuers believe that there are still 
many alive beneath the ruins, and he­ 
roic efforts are being made to rescue 
them. Eighteen persons were taken 
out alive after three days' imprison­ 
ment in the ruins. 


Earthquake shocks still continue at 
Sora, and the authorities declare that 
there is not a single house in the 
town that is safe. Fully 1000 victims 
are buried in the debris, and the au­ 
thorities declare slight shocks con­ 
tinue, causing destruction of unsafe 
walls in the districts where the earth­ 
quake did the greatest damage. 
No 
strong 
shocks 
have occurred any­ 
where, however, to make the disaster 
worse. 


Frantic appeals for help have been 
received from Petrellaliri, 3500 feet 
above sea level on Mount Arango, 
eight miles from Tagliacozzo. 
Tho 
village was almost destroyed and the 
survivors say they are perishing of 
cold and hunger. 


The terrific force of the earthquako 
cracked the mountains 
near 
Luco. 
Hugo pieces of rock, each of which 
weighed several tons, rolled down tho 
hillsifte, burying the cottages of the 
peasants, killing cattle and obstruct* 
ing the roads. 


Mont Pizzedeta, G450 feet high, be­ 
tween Balzorano and Rocacerro, was 
cut into two parts by an immense 
fissure which is visible at a great dis* 
tance. 


The Duke of Abruzzi is continuing 
the distribution of relief in the earth­ 
quake zone. In many places he organ­ 
ized the rescue work and left with­ 
out the survivors having any idea who 
he was. The government has appro­ 
priated $1,000,000 to relieve the suffer­ 
ing. 


Severe winter weather has added 
to the misery of the survivors, many 
of whom are without shelter of any 
kind. 
Urgent 
appeals for food are 
coming from many places. 


Some of the rescues are regarded 
as almost miraculous. 
At Avezzano 
one entire family, composed of the 
father and mother, three daughters 
and a son, were extricated alive from 
the ruins of their home. 


Most of the dead at Ortruchio are 
women and children who were buried 
under the ruins of a church which af­ 
terwards 
took fire from tho »mall 
earthern braziers which tho women 
there carry to keep themselves warm. 
Many of those buried were burned 
alive, despite frantic efforts made by 
the survivors to <savo them.

What is it that I wish to prove by 


this short quotation? Nothing pre- 
cisely inv the order of logic. 
It is an 


impression which occupies my mind 
and which I have retained from among 
a thousand impressions of the field of 
battle. ^Perhaps I shall not'flnd, in the 
haste of my work of the day, the 
words to express all that it holds of 
emotion. But it is manifest to me, 
that, among all the horrors which the 
Germans have come to create method- 
ically in our country, we continue, on 
our side as well, the one and the other, 
to be accompanied by our gods, as a 
man is followed by his shadow. 


The 
profound 
instinct 
which 


breathed in that rider of the North 
takes form, finds words. Near to death 
beneath the poplars of France, his 
spirit already half-separated from his 
body, he returned to the vague poesy 
of the Germans. He drew away from 
'4iis labor of the. field of battle. And 
we, too, we French, have also a re- 
serve force, which completes and 
makes perfect our warlike valiance. 
I mean that generosity which drives 
us to risk our lives to succor an en- 
emy disarmed and in agony.—Trans- 
lated for the New York Evening 
Post, by Malcolm W. Davis.

'•"Those who stand the rigors of cold 


climates are not always big men and 
the sailor, like the wind-swept tree on 
the coast, may. be a short man.

strictest sense of the word Their ages 
differ but by a levr months-.their birth- 
places are but a few miles apart. 


Ferdinand Foch \\as Lorn at Tarbes, 


iu the southern department of Gers, 
on Oct. 2, 1S31. nis father, Napoleon 
Foeh, was secretary of the prefecture 
at Tarbes. where his three sons, of 
Tvhoni General Foch was the eldest, at- 
tended the local college. 
Each boy 


chose his profession—one law, another 
the churc'-i and ytrans; Ferdinand the 
army. Feidlnand soon made his mark 
and "at the acce or twcntj-six was nom- 
inated artillery captain. 
Eapidly he 


rose to the post of professor of tactics, 
•with the title of commandant, at tbe 
Ecole de Guerre, or Military school, 
-where he remtiiucd five years. His lec- 
tures and military works have been 
translated into many languages. 


Having been created brigadier gen- 


eral in 190S. Foch now succeeded to 
the directorship of the Ecole de Guerre, 
one of the most confidential positions 
In the war department. He left this 
post ro take command of the Thir- 
teenth division and afterward of the 
Eighth corps at Bourses and finally 
the Twentieth corps at Xaney. 


The war did not take Foeh by sur- 


prise. He was among those who felt it 
was inevitable in tbe near future and 
liad even been looked « .a by a sec- 
tion of politicians as an alarmist, much 
as Lord Roberts was in England by 
the corresponding political party there. 
Joffre. who has the leader's instinct in 
choosing his men. immediately selected 
Foch for the responsible position of 
commander of the Fifth army at La 
Fere-Champenoise- How he acquitted 
himself here is a matter of history. 


Early in October Focb succeeded to 


the command of the three armies of 
the north. He is now .Toffre's right 
hand man and is looked upon as the 
"vice generalissimo" of the French 
tray.

When cold add a teaspoonful of va- 
nilla, a pinch of salt and three cupt'uls 
of cream, whipped. Pour into a mold 
and pack in ice and salt. Four parta 
of ice to one of salt. 


Coffee- Ice.—Make a quart of strong, 


clear coffee, sweeten it with six table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, cool and partly 
freeze. 
When it is like frappe add 


the whites of two eggs, beaten stiff, 
and finish freezing. Serve in sherbet 
glasses with whipped sweetened cream 
on each glass. 


Fig Charlotte Russe.—Have ready 


six or eight figs cooked tender in 
boiling water, sweeten with three ta- 
blespoonfuls of sugar and add two 
taUJespoonfuls of lemon juice.

spoonful of mushroom sauce and a jar 
of spices and herbs will give variety 
to a score of sauces. One of the meth- 
ods so commonly used that gives a 
flat, stale and colorless sauce or gravy 
is the one of stirring milk with flour 
and turning that into the roasting pan 
with the gravy. A rich brown sauce 
may be made by using the very same 
materials, but combining them differ- 
ently. Put the flour, a tablespoonful 
or two, in the hot fat in the pan. slit 
until well browned, then, add the liquid, 
whether milk or stock or water. 


By adding caramel or kitchen bou- 


quet to a gravy the color is made rich- 
;r or by browning the butter and flour 
and keeping it on hand to use for 
thickening sauces and gravies, the 
ssme results obtain. 


Flavoring Spices.—Take a fourth of 
pound of black pepper, two ounces 


of ginger, one ounce of grated nutmeg, 
the same of allspice, cinnamon and 
cloves, all ground, and a half pound 
of salt. Put these ingredients through 
a fine sieve several times, to be sure 
they are well mixed and blended, and 
keep closely covered to keep the salt 
dry. It is a good plan to thoroughly 
dry the salt before it is mixed with 
the other ingredients. 
Add in small 


quantities as needed to season sauces. 


For the plajn white sauce, which, is 


30 much used for fish, meat and vege- 
table sauces,~ prepare by'melting two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, adding two 
tablespoonfuls of flour when the butter 
!s bubbling hot, then when well mixed 
add a cup of rich milk. The sauce is 
varied by the amount of flour and but 
ter, as well a-3 the amount of liquid 
added. 


This same sauce may be used, with 


a quart of milk, for an oyster stew, or 
rath chopped, cooked oysters in it. 
for a fish sauce; with capers, for a 
mutton sauce and with any kind of 
fish for fish croquettes. 


Although an engine new to warfare, 


the armored motor car has proved ex- 
tremely useful, especially for outpost 
and scoujting duty. Fast, silent, and 
mobile, it covers a vast amount of 
ground on the splendid roads that 
crisscross the field of war in.western 
Europe. Most of the cars are incased 
in a light frame of tough steel plate 
that ranges in thickness from three- 
sixteenths of an inch to a quarter of 
an inch, and that is impervious to rifle 
and sjachine-gun fire. All the vulner- 
able parts of the motor, such as the 
radiator' and steering .gear, and In 
some of the newest cars the wheels, 
are protected by the steel covering. 
The wheels, both wood and wire, are 
said to withstand the roughest sort of 
usage. 
Accidents to the tires are 


much less common than anyone would 
expect. The cars carry a light arma- 
ment—one or two machine guns so 
mounted that they can be swung 
through a complete circle—and a 
large 
supply of ammunition. The 


crew,' which may number from four to 
eight or more men, are armed with 
rifles and revolvers. Some of the cars 
have a steel superstructure that rises 
from the chasls frame high enough 
to enable the crew to stand upright, 
and that is capped with a domed roof, 
from which bullets and shrapnel usu- 
ally fly off at a sharp angle without 
even denting the steel.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Birmingham, Ala.—Ervin Pope, a ne- 


gro, has entered upon a life term in 
prison after five convictions of mur- 
der in the first degree. 


The crime was committed in 1909. 


The victim was J. B. McClurkin, a 
farmer of Calhoun county. On tech- 
nical errors the Supreme court re- 
versed four verdicts, but confirmed 
the fifth verdict. Three times the gov- 
ernor respited the man and finally 
commuted his sentence to life impris- 
onment, giving as the chief ground 
for this action that blood-stained shoes 
found in Pope's house soon after the 
murder and used as state's evidence 
against him did not fit him. Anent 
this it is remarked that many negroes 
In the South wear shoes picked up by 
gift or otherwise, regardless of fit. At 
the time of the murder sentiment was 
so strong against Pope that he was 
brought to Birmingham for safekeep- 
ing. 


Thirteen times a date was set for 


Pope's execution and he watched the 
building of two of the scaffolds from 
his prison window.- The case made 
a state-wide reputation for two young 
lawyers for the defense, one just out 
of Yale. 


Never Lost Nerve or Hope. 


Although Pope heard his death 


sentence, reafl eight times he never 
lost nerve or hope, but smiled each 
time and declared he would never be 
hanged, because he always wore sus- 
pended from his neck the left hind 
foot of a rabbit killed in a graveyard 
on a moonlight night of Friday,'the 
thirteenth of the month. Frequently 
every day he fondled his rabbit's foot, 
with the boast: "They'll never hang 
me so long as I wear this conjure; it 
will save me from the gallows no mat- 
ter how many trials they put over." 
Even when witnessing the erection of 
scaffolds for his execution he gazed 
smilingly and confidently on his rab- 
bit's foot and declared: "Nothing do- 
ing for that .structure." 


It was rumored that McClurkin's 


hostility to "blind tiger" traffic in his 
section led to his murder, and that 
Pope was merely a tool. Since then

It is a very 
fragile creature, capable of rapid 
movements, and elevated considerably 
above the surface upon which it runs 
by very numerous long legs. It IB a 
creature of the damp, and is particu- 
larly' abundant in bathrooms, moist

closets and cellars, multiplying exces- 
siv^ely also in conservatories, especial- 
ly about places where pots are stored, 
and near 'heating pipes. 


If it were not "for its uncanny ap- 


pearance and the rather poisonous na- 
ture of its bite, this centipede would 
not* necessarily be an unwelcome visi* 
tor in houses, but might be looked 
upon rather as an aid in keeping 
in check various household pests. Its 
appearance in dwellings, however, is 
not often welcomed, notwithstanding 
its useful role. 


It can be best controlled by keeping 


the moist places in houses free from 
any object behind which it can con- 
ceal itself, or at least subjecting such 
locations to frequent inspection. 
In 


places near water pipes, or in store- 
rooms where it may secrete itself and 
occur in some numbers, a free use of 
fresh pyrethrum powder is to be ad- 
vised. 


The house centipede is a so'uthern 


species, its normal habitat being in 
the southern tier of states and south- 
westward through Texas into Mexico. 
It has slowly spread northward, hav- 
ing been observed in Pennsylvania as 
early as 1849, and reaching New York 
and Massachusetts thirty or thirty-five 
years ago, but for many years after 
Its first appearance in the latter two. 
states it was of rare occurrence. It 
is now very common throughout New- 
York and New England states, and ex- 
tends westward well beyond the Mis- 
sissippi, probably to the mountains. 


The popular belief is that this centi- 


pede is extremely poisonous, 'and, as 
it belongs with the poisonous group 
of centipedes, it cannot be questioned 
but that the bite of the creature is 
probably somewhat poisonous as well 
as painful, though the seriousness of 
the results will be dependent, as in 
all similar cases, on the susceptibil-" 
ity of the patient. 
The poison in- 


jected in the act of biting is probably 
merely to assist in numbing and quiet- 
ing its victim, and id spite of its 
abundance in houses in the North, and 
for many years its much greater 
abundance in the South, very few 
cases are recorded of its having bitten 
any human being, and it is very ques- 
tionable whether it would ever, un- 
provoked, attack any large animal. 
If pressed with the bare foot or hand, 
or if caught between sheets in beds, 
this, like almost any other insect, will 
unquestionably bite in self-defense, 
and the few cases on record indicate 
that severe swelling and pain may 
result from the poison injected. 


Prompt dressing of the wound with 


ammonia will greatly alleviate the 
disagreeable symptoms.

Products of Plow and Farmer Who 


Lives at Home Should Be 


Exempt From Increase. 


A Broader Sphere for Religion—New 


Field for the Rural Church.

Lecturer National Farmers' Union. 
The recent action of the Interstate 


Commerce Commission in granting an 
increase in freight rates in the eastern 
classification of territory; the applica- 
tion of the roads to state and inter- 
state commissions for an increase in j 
rates, and the utterances of President j 
"Wilson on the subject bring the farm- j 
ers of this nation ;'face to face with the 
problem of an increase in freight 
rates. It is the policy of the Farmers' 
Union to meet the issues affecting the 
•welfare of the farmers squarely and 
we will do so in this instance. 


The transportation facilities of the 


United States are inadequate to ef- 
fectively meet the demands of com- 
merce and particularly in the South 
and West additional railway mileage 
is needed to accommodate the move- 
ment of farm products. If in the wis- 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase in freight rates is necessary 
to bring about an improvement in our 
transportation service, and an exten- 
sion of our mileage, then an increase 
should be granted, and the farmer is 
•willing to share such proportion- of 
the increase as justly belongs to him, 
but we have some suggestions to make 
as to the manner in which, this in- 
crease shall be levied. 


Rates Follow Lines of Least Resist- 


' 
ance. 


The freight rates of tne nation have 


been built up along lines of least re- 
sistance. 
The merchant, the manu- 


facturer, the miner, the miller, the 
lumberman and the cattleman have 
had their traffic bureaus thoroughly 
organised and in many instances they 
have pursued the railroad without 
mercy and with the power of organ- 
ized tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of 'the rates and with unre- 
strained greed they have eaten the 
vitals out of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com- 
missions, these interests, with skill 
and cunning, are represented at every 
hearing in which -their business is 
involved.' 


The farmer' is seldom represented 


at rate hearings, as his organizations 
have never had the finances to em- 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
the case and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an unequal burden 
of the freight expense. A glance at 
the freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this assertion. 
Cotton, the leading 


agricultural product of the South, al- 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity in com- 
merce, and the rate on agricultural 
products as a whole is out of pro- 
portion with that of the products of 
the factory and the mine. 


We offer no schedule of rates, but \ 


hope the commission will be able to 
give the railroad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a further toll upon the products of 
the plow. The instance seems to pre- 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize the rates as 
between agricultural and other classes 
of freight without disturbing the rates 
on staple farm products.

The social duty of the rural church

While following after 
righteousness, the church must chal- 
lenge and seek to reform -that social 
order in which moral .life is ex- 
pressed. 
While cherishing ideals of 


service, the rural church which At- 
tains the fullest measure of success 
is that which enriches as many lives 
as it can touch, and in no way can 
tne church come in as close contact 
with its members as through the 
avenue of social functions. 


The country town and the rural 


community need a social center. The 
church need offer no apology for its 
ambition to fill this need in the com- 
munity, if an understanding of its 
mission brings this purpose into clear 
consciousness- 
The structure of a 


rural community is exceedingly com- 
plex; it contains nvany social groups, 
each of which has its own center, but 
there are many "localities which have 
but one church and although suv,h 
a church cannot command the inter- 
est of all the people, it is relieved 
from the embarrassment of religiously 
divided communities.

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We do not know what constitutes a 


basis for rate making and have nevei 
heard of anyone who did claim to 
know much about it, but if *he pros- 
perity of the farm is a factor to be 
considered and the milroad commis- 
sion concludes that an increase ia 
rates is necessary, we would prefer 
that it come to us through articles of 
consumption on their journey from 
the factory to the farm. We would, 
for example, prefer that the rate on 
togs remain as at present and the 
rate on meat bear tm? increase, for 
any farmer can then av??3 the bur3e- 
"by raising his own meat, and a farm- 
er who will not try to raise his own 
meat ought to be penalized. We 
think the rate on coal and brick can 
much better bear an increase than 
the rate on cotton and flour. We 
would prefer that the rate on plows 
remain the .same, and machinery, 
pianos and such articles *s the poor- 
er farmer cannot hope to pessess bear 
the burden of increase. 


The increase in rates shovld be so 


arranged that the farmer who lives 
at home will bear no part of the bur 
den, but let the farmer who boards 
in other states and countries and 
who feeds his stock in foreign lands, 
pay the price of his folly. 


Social Needs Imperative. 


The average country boy and girl 


have very little opportunity for real 
enjoymeat, and have, as a rule, a 
vague conception of the meaning of 
pleasure and recreation. It is to fill 
this void in the lives of country youth 
that the rural church has risen to 
the necessity of providing entertain- 
ment, as well as instruction, to its 
membership among the young. 
The 


children and young people of the 
church should meet when religion is 
not even mentioned. It has been 
found safest for them to meet fre- 
quently under the direction and care 
of the church. To send them into the 
world with no social training exposes 
them to grave perils and to try to 


1 keep them out of the world with no 
social privileges is sheer folly. There 
is a social nature to both old and 
young, but the social requirements of 
the young are imperative. The church 
must provide directly or indirectly 
some modern equivalent for the husk- 
ing bee, the quilting bee and the sing- 
ing schools of the old days. 
In one 


way or another the social instincts 
of our young people must have oppor- 
tunity for expression, which may 
take the form of clubs, parties, pic- 
nics or other forms of amusement. 
One thing is certain, and that is that 
the church cannot take away the 
dance, the card party and the theatre 
unless it can offer in its place a sat- 
isfying substitute in the form of more 
pleasing recreation.

.In providing for enjoyment • the 


church uses one of the greatest meth- 
ods by which human society has de- 
veloped. Association is never secure 
until it is pleasurable; in play the in- 
stinctive aversion of one person for 
another is overcome and the social 
mood is fostered. 
Play is the chief 


educational agency in rural commun- 
ities and in the play-day of human 
childhood social sympathy and social 
habits are evolved. As individuals 
come together in social gatherings, 
their viewpoint is broadened, their 
ideals are lifted and finally they con- 
stitute a cultured and refined society. 


It is plain, therefore, that the 


church which aims at a perfected so- 
ciety must use in .a refined and ex- 
alted way the essential factors in 
social evolution and must avail itself 
of the universal instinct for play. 
If the church surrounds itself with 
social functions which appeal to the 
young among its membership, it will 
fill a large part of the lamentable 
gap in rural pleasures and will reap 
the richest reward by promoting a 
higher and better type of manhood 
and womanhood.

Thompson's bank," and one of the 
"honor" banks of the United States 
was ^osed by order of its board ol 
directors. 


This action was taken after a long 


conference between the directors, a 
representative of the comptroller oi 
tbe currency, and a bank examiner 
Gerald Smith. 


While the financiers debated the 


best policy to pursue, hundreds o 
depositors clamored about the door: 
for admittance. Many angry remarks 
were made when the following notice 
was posted' 


"By order of the board of directors 


of the First National bank, this banli 
is closed temporarily. Signed—J. V 
Thompson." 


After the notice had been posted 


both J. V Thompson and the comp 
troller of the currency's representa 
tive said that the bank would not be 
opened until there was enough monej 
on the counters to pay every deposi 
tor. Efforts ars being made to bring 
other banks to its rescue. 


The exact amount of deposits Is not 


known, but according to a report last 
September they amounted to $2,650, 
000. 


It is said that the failure of Mr 


Thompson, the president, to negotiate 
E loan of $2,000,000 on the contem- 
plated sale of coal lands in Greene 
pQunty, to which Mr. Thompson re 
ferred, precipitated the closing of the 
bank. Thompson is one of the largest 
individual coal land owners :n the 
United States. The land comprises ,a 
large part of 200,000 acres. The trans 
action was to have involved $34,00.0,- 
000, it is said.
